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Cleveland Museum of Art Taps Interim Leader for Development 
Thomas W. Anderson will guide museum as it builds on its successful fundraising 
campaign for $350M expansion and renovation project 


CLEVELAND (December 14, 2009) -- The Cleveland Museum of Art announced today 
that Thomas W. Anderson will assume the position of Interim Deputy Director of Institutional 
Advancement and continue the momentum the museum has enjoyed in its fundraising efforts to date, 
raising $215 million so far toward its $350 million expansion and renovation project. Anderson will 
begin at the museum on January 4, 2010. He brings deep experience in philanthropy and has both led 
and advised comprehensive campaigns of significant scale across the country. 

“T am extremely pleased that we will have Tom Anderson’s leadership at such an important 
time in the museum’s history,” said Interim Director Deborah Gribbon. “He has knowledge of the 
Cleveland community and a national perspective on philanthropy. He has proven himself to be a 
thoughtful leader of development programs and their personnel. He is also a man of immense 
integrity, and I am looking forward to working with him.” 

Anderson’s career, which spans four decades, includes ten years of service to Case Western 
Reserve University as Vice President for Development and Alumni Affairs. In this role, Anderson 
planned and directed a major portion of The Campaign for Case Western Reserve University that 
exceeded its goal and raised $416 million in five public years. Anderson then became Vice President 
for Institute Relations at the California Institute of Technology and helped the Institute raise nearly 
$400 million in the three public years of The Campaign for Caltech. 

He was a Senior Consultant with Marts & Lundy, the international consulting firm, for ten 
years providing strategic consulting to nonprofits both nationally and internationally. After a one-year 
sabbatical, Anderson is now Of Counsel at the firm with a specialty in ethics and leadership 
development. In addition, he teaches ethics in the doctor of management program at the Weatherhead 
School of Management, Case Western Reserve University.

Anderson holds masters degrees from Harvard University and Michigan State University as 
well as a law degree from the University of Dayton. He earned his undergraduate degree from Iowa 
Wesleyan College. 

“This is an important time for the museum as it builds on the tremendous generosity of its 
trustees and friends and begins to take its message to the larger community. I am pleased to be able to 
assist the trustees and Debbie Gribbon as we all work toward the successful completion of the next 
phase of this capital project, which is so critical to the museum and to Cleveland,” said Anderson. 

Anderson has indicated he is not a candidate for the permanent development leadership 
position but will serve as an advisor as the museum conducts a national search. His external 
perspective and the knowledge he will gain of the museum’s staff and operations during the coming 
months are viewed as important assets to the search process. 

The position of Deputy Director of Institutional Advancement is currently filled by Susan 
Jaros, who recently announced that she would leave the museum at the end of 2009 after eight and a 
half years with the institution. Jaros plans to take some personal time to celebrate the birth of her first 


grandchild and then seek out a new community commitment in the Cleveland region.
